Exhibition Bulges Too 


The most striking exhibit at the Ed- 
monton Fair was the exhibit of the Exhi- 
bition itself bulging out of its breeches, 

Like almost every phase of Edmon- 
ton’s civic life, the Exhibition has com- 
pletely outgrown its facilities. 

Parking space is inadequate, 

Grandstand space is absurdly con- 
gested, 

Facilities for betting on the races are 
primitive, 

Lighting throughout the whole 
grounds is poor, : 

Conditions underfoot are deplorable 
whether the weather is wet or dry, With 
rain it is slushy mud, With heat it is chok- 
ing dust. And the walks are so unev~~ that 
the feet of any spectator are exhausted 
after a quarter of a mile of it, 

And yet, with all these adverse fea- 
tures, that exist because the Exhibition, like 
everything else in Edmonton, is growing 
out of its pants, Edmonton people and Ed- 
monton visitors flocked out to the 1948 
Fair in greater numbers and more enthu- 
siastic numbers than ever before. 


Giving the People 


It is difficult to follow Elmer &. 
Roper’s argument that the provincial 
government's rural power plebiscite is an 
iniquitous thing. ; 

Mr. Roper remarks bitterly that the 
Manning government is so vigorously op- 
posed to public ownership that if the 
people choose public ownership in the 
plebiscite the government will only sabo- 
tage the project. 

If the government actually has such a 
childish course in mind, which is incred- 
ible, why go to the trouble of holding a 
plebiscite at all? 

What is gained by it, politically or 
otherwise? 


What would it be like if grounds and 
facilities were really up to date? 

The fact is that the failure to improve 
the grounds and facilities in a big way is 
simply throwing money and profits away. 

Thousands upon thousands of dollars 
that would have been placed on horses and 
which would have filtered through eventu- 
ally to the Exhibition profit sheet remain- 
ed in people's pockets because it was too 
much of a chore to struggle through to the 
wagering wickets. 

And for sports fans the same poor 
inadequate service is offered at the Arena 
as is offered at Fair time, 

The Arena, like the grandstand, is 
pitifuly small, 

Parking spaces are dark, unmarked 
and ill-lighted, 

It is not enough to patch it up with an 
addition to the Arena, a new grandstand 
and a few more parking lots. 

The whole set-up needs to be revised. 
The whole thing is inadequate. It is burst- 
ing out its seams simply because Edmon- 
ton is growing so fast that the bewildered 
authorities can’t keep up with it, 


a Choice 


The truth is that Mr. Roper's Social- 
istic mind is infuriated by the fact that 
the Manning government is giving the 
people an opportunity to choose public 
ownership if they desire it when that 
specious blessing is supposed to be a 
monopoly of the CCF, 

The difference between the Social 
Credit policy and the CCF policy in regard 
to such thing as rural electrification is 
that while the former gives the people a 
choice between public and private owner- 
ship, the latter would give them no choice 
at all. 

Mr. Roper would shove public owner- 
ship down their throats whether they 
wanted it or not. 


Does the Soviet Union Want War? 


The United States plan to use strong 
measures against the Russian blockade of 
Berlin should have general approval be- 
cause such a step will resolve, for once 
and for all, the question that underlies the 
entire world situation. 

That question is whether or not the 
Soviet Union wants war with the western 
powers. 

Up until the present, professional ob- 
servers have assumed that Russia was not 
ready for war and did not want War. 

Most of them have now forsaken that 
assumption. It was an unsafe assumption 
at best and it was based upon too many 
unknown factors to be entirely convincing. 

In Berlin, Russia is doing one of two 
things: 

She is either putting up a colossal 
bluff in order to reduce the prestige of the 
allies to the point where her propagandists 
may operate with maximum effect in the 
democracies or she is deliberately provok- 
ing armed conflict. 


AS I SEE IT 


If she is putting wp a bluff, it is time 
that bluff was called. If she is merely 
bluffing, she will not engage in hostilities. 

If, on the other hand, she is planning 
for war she is going about it, not in the 
heat of passion nor in the excitement of 
some affront, but with cool and deliberate 
calculation, 

If she is planning for war she will 
precipitate war whether the Berlin crisis 
is the immediate cause of it or not. 

There is still no direct evidence that 
Russia does want war. All that has hap- 
pened is that her pacific intentions lie a 
little more under suspicion than they did 
a month ago, 

If Russia wants war there is no pos- 
sible way we can avoid it except by a policy 
of appeasement which is an eventual lia- 
bility rather than an esset, 

That is why the western powers have 
nothing to lose in forcing a showdown in 
Berlin,

A Baseball Interview 


There was not a dry eye in the house, thanks in part 
to a certain kind of grog and in part to the cigar smoke 
which overhung the premises, when Howard Haak beamed 
on the working press last evening. It was the first inter- 
view of the year for the brains of Brooklyn’s western scout- 
ing system with the baseball writers and announcers of 
this town and the boys made the most of it. 

In 1947 Mr. Haak Began to take an interest in base- 
ball north-of the 49th parallel, particularly An Edmonton, 
The result was that Dick Lowe went to Medford, Ore., 
Paul Peterson went to Idaho Falls, Idaho, Joe Tufteland 
went to Ponca City, Oklahoma and John Ducey went to 
the States for pitching talent to replace the aforementioned 
young men, 

Naturally, when Mr. Haak turned up in Edmonton 
yesterday, in form-fitting baseball suit with matching 
socks and catchers’ mitts, the assembled members of 
the mob were glad to see him. They toasted him in the 
wine of the house and listened to tales from the Big 
Top where Haak caught the offerings of pitchers in 
St. Louis and Rochester in his time. 


About Alberta’s Young Men 


They listened attentively as well to reports on Lowe, 
Tufteland and Peterson, Lowe, an agriculturist at Namao 
in the off season, appears to be on his way with Medferd 
after a shaky start, Tufteland, a Lethbridge boy, has jazzed 
his curve ball with penicillin for nine wins against no los- 
ses with Ponca City.

The 
press got it from no less authority than Haak himéelf 
that if the 24-year-old Albertan continues to fog it in 
there the size of a pea he will be in Triple A ball three 
summers hence.

After Haak had expressed as much surprise as any- 
one else concerning Leo Durocher’s sudden migration from 
Brooklyn to New York, John Ducey bounded to his feet 
and began to recite “Casey at the Bat.” Mr. Ducey had 
barely reached his final flame of eloquence when the house 
dick arrived and denounced the sparkling hilarity.

Somewhat later the jubilee turned to discussing train- 
ing of athletes. Few of the authorities, including Laurel 
Harney, keeper of the Cubs, John Beatty, Charlie Wel- 
chell, the stringbean pitching instructor from Brooklyn 
and Bob “Hamp” Ripley of the Santa Barbara baseball 
club, agreed on the best way to train ball sharks. Dusty 
Cooke, current manager of the Philadelphia Phillies, was 
partial to whiskey in his playing days, while Babe Ruth, 
the mighty, lost the Yankees a game once from consuming 
too many hot dogs. 

Your correspondent is an expert only on the care and 
training of sports writers. When a sports writing friend 
fiaked out later in the evening Haak stopped by and admin- 
istered artificial respiration. The Brooklyn scout was some- 
what taken aback when we suggested’a bottle of beer, but 
the writer blinked his eyes and accepted the suggestion 
eagerly. 

It worked. However, as Mr. Haak remarked, the 
sports writer and commentator is a queer species of 
fauna.
